Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty's Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Corres- 
pondents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1914, 989 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 142,005 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the 
discretion of the Board of Trade.

PROHIBITED EXPORTS, 
Amendments in and Additions to List. 








At the Council Chamber, Whitehall, the 12th day of August, 1915. 
By the Lords of His Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council. 


WHEREAS it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Exportation 
Prohibition) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation or Order in Council 
made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1879, 
as amended by the Act now in recital, may, whilst a state of war 
exists, be varied or added to by an Order made by the Lords of the 
Council on the recommendation of the Board of Trade : 
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And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Expor- 
tation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made under 
Section one of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, whether the 
Proclamation was made before or after the passing of the Act now in 
recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state of war exists, by an Order 
made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of the 
Board of Trade : 

And whereas by a Proclamation dated the 28th day of July, 1910, 
and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 
1879, and Section one of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, and 
Section one of the Customs (Exportation Prohibition) Act, 1914, the 
exportation from the United Kingdom of certain articles to certain 
or all destinations was prohibited : 

And whereas by Orders of Council, dated respectively the 30th day 
of July, 1915, and the 3rd day of August, 1915, the said Proclamation 
was amended and added to in certain particulars : 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recom- 
mendation from the Board of Trade to the following effect :— 

That the Proclamation dated the 28th day of July, 1915, as 
amended and added to by the Orders of Council dated respectively 
the 30th day of July, 1915, and the 3rd day of August, 1915, should 
be further amended by making the following amendments in and 
additions to the same :— 

(1) That the heading ‘“ Hosiery Needles” in the list of goods the 
exportation of which is prohibited to all destinations should be 
deleted, and that the exportation of ‘ Hosiery Needles” should be 
prohibited to all destinations abroad other than British Possessions 
and Protectorates. 

(2) That the heading ‘“ Mercury” in the list of goods the exporta- 
tion of which is prohibited to all destinations abroad other than 
British Possessions and Protectorates should be deleted, and that the 
exportation of ‘‘ Mercury ” should be prohibited to all destinations. 

(3) That the heading “ Mercury, salts and preparations of (other 
than nitrate of mercury),” in the list of goods the exportation of 
which is prohibited to all destinations abroad other than British 
Possessions and Protectorates should be deleted, and there be sub- 
stituted therefor the heading “ Mercury, compounds and preparations 
of (other than nitrate of mercury).” 

(4) That the exportation of the following goods should be pro- 
hibited to all destinations abroad other than British Possessions and 
Protectorates :— 

Caustic soda ; 
Sodium. 

(5) That the exportation of the following goods should be prohibited 
to all foreign countries in Europe and on the Mediterranean and Black 
Seas, other than France, Russia (except through Baltic ports), Italy, 
Spain and Portugal :— 

Acetic acid ; 

Antimony, compounds of, except sulphides and oxides of 
antimony (the exportation of which is prohibited to all destina- — 
tions abroad other than British Possessions and Protectorates) : 
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Copper, compounds of, except copper nitrate (the exportation 
of which is prohibited to all destinations), and copper iodide, 
copper sulphate, and suboxide of copper (the exportation of 
which is prohibited to all destinations abroad other than British 
Possessions and Protectorates) ; , 

Sodium cyanide ; 

Sodium sulphide. 

Now, therefore, Their Lordships, having taken the said recom- 
mendation into consideration, are pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that the same be approved. 

Whereof the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Customs and 
Excise, the Director of the War Trade Department, and all other 
persons whom it may concern, are to take notice and govern 


themselves accordingly.

PARCELS FOR THE FRENCH ARMY. 


The French Post Office announces that parcels containing tobacco, 
cigars and cigarettes may now be sent to individual members of the 
French Army, provided that they do not contain more than one 
kilogram of tobacco, 500 cigars, or 500 cigarettes, and that the 
payment of the Customs charges is undertaken by the senders. 

Parcels containing tobacco, &c., intended for general distribution 
among the French troops or French military hospitals or ambulances, 
are not subject to these provisions, and are admitted into France free 
of Customs charges, if addressed to the Ministry of War, Paris.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPH COMMUNICATION WITH 
PETROPAVLOVSK. 


The British Vice-Consul at Hakodate (Mr. F. G. Greatrex) reports 
the recent inauguration of the first direct public wireless telegraphic 
service between Japan and foreign countries by means of the wireless 
station at Ochiishi, on the east coast of the Hokkaido, where public 
messages are to be accepted for direct transmission (during the 
night-time only) to Petropavlovsk in Kamchatka. This station at 
Ochiishi has been in operation for some time past, but has only been 
available to the public for communicating with ships. 

The rate per word for public messages dispatched from any post- 
office in Japan to Petropavlovsk by the new route is fixed at 48 sen 
(1s.) per word, as compared with 22 sen (5$d.) per word wié Sakhalin 
or Corea, and 42 sen (104d.) vid Vladivostok. As delays and inac- 
curacies in transmission by these cable routes are very frequent the 
new wireless service is expected to be of great value to those 
interested in the Kamchatka fisheries. (H. 8,469.) 
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Canada (Ontario).—The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto 
(Mr. F. W. Field) reports, under date 29th July, that a further 
improvement is noticeable in general business and financial con- 
ditions throughout the Province of Ontario, which has proved to be 
one of the most substantial Provinces of the Dominion and has 
withstood comparatively well the adverse business conditions created 
by the war. While the present improvement is slight, it is 
nevertheless a continuance of a _ gratifying tendency. General 
business is being maintained at an even volume. 

General credit conditions in Ontario continue to improve. A 
strong movement, which has the support of business organisations, 
such as local Chambers of Commerce, credit men’s associations and 
retail merchants’ associations, has been initiated with a view to 
further improvement in credit conditions. Cash or short credit terms 
are strongly favoured, and the long credit terms, hitherto prevailing, 
are rapidly disappearing. The effect on business will, it is anticipated, 
be exceedingly favourable. 

The larger manufacturing concerns of the Province, including steel, 
locomotive, and car building companies, have a fairly large amount 
of export business on their books. Thorough preliminary steps are 
being taken by these and other companies to develop export trade, 
with a view to having a good share of such trade after the war, and 
especially with Russia. 

Canadian manufacturers are also paying close attention to the 
domestic demand. Comparatively little, however, is heard now, of 
the ‘Made in Canada” advertising campaign (see p. 564 of the 
“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 25th February last). It is generally 
recognised by purchasers in the Ontario market that they desire 
the best made article at the lowest possible price. Apart from tariff 
and geographical considerations, therefore, merchandise of the chief 
allied and neutral countries competing for business in this market 
has an equal chance. 

In -trading spheres in Ontario, the activity of United States 
manufacturing and other firms is still prominent. United States 
firms are not losing any opportunity for effecting an improvement in 
their trade with Canada. 

There is a tendency to proceed, whenever finances will allow, with 
new building construction in Ontario. Prices of all building sup- 
plies are low. 

Wholesale and retail business in staple lines continues good and 
the outlook for autumn business is satisfactory. There is continued 


economy in buying, and the lower-priced articles are favoured. 
(C.1.B. 40,508.)

China (Changsha).—H.M. Consul at Changsha (Mr. V. L. Savage) 
reports that, in the present comparatively undeveloped state of the 
Hunan market, it is not possible to gauge to what extent it might be 
made to absorb particular items out of the vast range of British- 
manufactured goods. Cheap but serviceable tool steel and _ tools, 
machinery, electrical fittings, lamps and lampware, caps and hats, 
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enamelled ware, needles and a number of other articles of common use 
and low cost, already find a considerable market. Among the 
restricted class composed of the Hunanese gentry there is much 
wealth, and certain luxuries, the nature of which would require to be 
ascertained, would no doubt find an ever-increasing number of 
purchasers. It is rather a question of educating the market up to a 
higher standard of requirements, and to attain this end personal 
enterprise is essential. Trained travelling agents could do much 
useful work in this direction. But more etfective, perhaps, would be 
the establishment of some kind of an emporium, in which a large 
variety of goods could be exhibited and sold at reasonable rates under 
foreign supervision. In the case of articles not suitable for a retail 
trade, showrooms* might be established with advantage. 


The success obtained of recent years by a few British firms 
whose energies are devoted to the import of such articles as kerosene 
oil, cigarettes, soap, alkali, sewing machines, sugar and even patent 
medicines, has clearly revealed the lines on which an import business 
may be carried on in these days of keen competition and greatly 
improved communications. In the case of the commodities in question, 
the importers have realised the great advantage of organising the dis- 
tribution of the trade in the interior, and have met the problem by a 
system of native agencies under the close control and supervision of 
trained foreign agents, stationed at the nearest treaty port. By these 
means the importer gets into closer touch with the consumer and is 
better able to find out his requirements and preferences. He retains 
control, also, of the price of his wares, and is able to bring it more 
within the means of the native buyer by reducing the number of 
middlemen and the accumulation of their commissions. Again, in 
the case of official exactions and irregular taxation, the foreign agents 
at the inland treaty ports can promptly apply for, and obtain, 
Consular protection. The success of the firms referred to shows 
beyond question that an increase in expenditure on a larger European 
staff and more agencies is amply warranted by results. 


This system is a departure from the practice of the old-established 
British merchants, who have hitherto preferred to centralise their 
trade at the few large importing centres, to leave its distribution, at 
long range, entirely in the hands of native middlemen, and to deal 
only in large quantities of goods at a time. There is now no 
necessity for maintaining this practice, and there are reasons for 
discarding it. A number of important trade marts have been opened 
to trade in the interior of China, where Europeans may both reside 
and trade in security. With improved communications now estab- 
lished, these places are accessible with comparative ease and comfort. 


On the other hand, competition among foreign merchants them- 
selves enables the shrewd Chinese trader to cut down their profits 
to a minimum. While they are keen enough to make use of the 
foreigner and his money, the Chinese readily combine together against 
him. ‘The effects of such a combination are easy to bring about 








* To be of practical use showrooms should be in charge of a competent salesman. 
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and extremely deadly where large interests are concentrated at one 
spot. The remedy is clearly to adopt a more open formation. 

In the case of a highly centralised trade, the Chinese middlemen 
can and do combine together to control the trade, and make too many 
profits for its welfare and vitality. Any attempt on the part of 
Europeans to introduce useful innovations calculated to secure better 
results or an expansion of business is apt to be met by the threat, or 
the reality, of a boycott, if the Chinese middleman’s profits are at all 
jeopardised. 

German business firms as a rule work on very different lines. 
They have realised the great value of a knowledge of the Chinese 
language on the part of their agents and salesmen and have a number 
of European agents up-country for the sale or purchase of goods, 
most of them able to converse with the natives, study their require- 
ments and make bargains with them. (A.R. 80.)

Venezuela.— H.M.;Vice-Consul at Caracas (Mr. T’. I. Rees) reports that 
it is perhaps only natural that the trade returns of Venezuela for the 
year ended 30th June, 1914, should show a decrease, in view of the fact 
that 1912-13 was a boom year. The United Kingdom now occupies 
the second place in the list of countries supplying Venezuela, having 
been displaced from the premier place since 1911 by the United 
States. In textiles British predominance is well maintained, but 
in hardware ground is being lost. During the last few years con- 
siderable development has taken place in the importation of motor 
cars and accessories. ‘The reduction in 1909 of the high duty on 
gasoline gave a great impulse to the importation of motor cars, with 
the result that to-day there are over 400 cars in the country, and their 
number is rapidly increasing. About 85 per cent. are of American 
origin, the remainder being mainly of french make. ‘The number of 
British cars in Venezuela is very small. The demand is for a light, 
cheap car, not exceeding £300 in price, but the proportion of expen- 
Sive cars imported is steadily increasing, and will no doubt increase 
more rapidly according as the roads are improved. 

Drugs and medicines occupy a very high position in the list of 
Venezuelan imports, and the amount of patent medicines consumed 
in the country is astonishing. Almost every street corner in Caracas 
has its drug store, and the number of such stores testifies to the thriving 
business done. In 1913-14 drugs and medicines were imported to 
the value of £139,984, but of this total only £13,880 worth came 
from the United Kingdom. The bulk is supplied by the United 
States, followed at some distance by France and Germany, the 
United Kingdom being fourth; yet British medicines are held 
in the highest esteem at Caracas, and are always preferred when 
obtainable. A little more effort on the part of British manufacturers, 
with a liberal distribution of samples among the three or four leading 
chemists, would result in a great expansion of British trade in these 

oods. 
. The bulk of tronware, including enamelled ware for household use, 
has hitherto come from Germany, but the present war affords British 
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manufacturers an admirable opportunity for substituting British 
wares. There seems to be no reason why German goods should be 
preferred, except that German manufacturers pay more attention 
than do British firms to the packing of goods. Seeing that duties are 
levied on gross weight, it is highly important that the cases in which 
goods are packed should be as light as possible without, however, 
sacrificing strength. H.M. Vice-Consul states that he has heard it 
asserted that the freight rates of German steamship lines were lower 
than those of British lines, but comparison of the freight tables showed 
that the German rates were slightly higher. It is stated, however, 
that German lines refunded annually to every shipper of goods by 
their steamers 20 per cent. of the freight paid by him during the 
year. Ifsuch were the case, the German shipper did really pay lower 
freights than his British rival, and was, therefore, able to sell his 
goods at correspondingly lower prices. 

The great progress of American competition is no doubt partly due 
to the proximity of the United States and to facilities of communica- 
tion. The Venezuelan buyer can order and obtain his goods so much 
quicker than from Europe, and the saving in freights, especially in 
the case of machinery, is considerable. Moreover, American firms 
send representatives to Venezuela periodically to seek business and 
to establish local agencies, whereas British firms are generally content 
with writing to local firms, and now and then asking them to act as 
agents. In fact, Venezuelan firms are rarely willing to act as agents 
for foreign firms, There are commission agents at Caracas, whose 
sole business it is to represent foreign firms, and it 1s with these that 
British firms should communicate. 

By a more thorough study of local requirements and business 
methods, British manufacturers may still recover the ground lost 
to the United States. Business at Caracas is done on the basis of 
six months’ credit, interest being charged at the rate of 6 per cent. 
per annum from date of invoice. In the drug trade, however, credit 
is given without any interest being charged, even for as long as 
nine months.

TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS ABROAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade 
invites applications from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of extending their trade in 
markets abroad. Such applications should specify the countries 
for which information is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 

(5) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants 
to be informed. 
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Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. It would also be in their interest to state 
whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade in the 
countries in question, whether they are represented by agents there, 
and if so by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their repre- 
sentation. 

Applicants for information may apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the Dominions, 
the correspondents of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade in other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular 
Officers in foreign countries, but it is generally desirable that they 
should apply, in the first instance, to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption 
of this course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which 
the Branch is already in possession of the required information. 





BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE AT CANTON AND 
SHANGHAT. 


Attention is called to the formation of a British Chamber of 
Commerce at Canton. The object of the Chamber is to promote 
and protect British trade, shipping, and manufactures at Canton and 
to undertake by arbitration the settlement of disputes arising out of 


trade and to do all things incidental to the attainment of these ends. 
(C, I. B. 39,339.) 


On 20th May last an inaugural meeting was held at Shanghai in 
connection with the formation of a British Chamber of Commerce at 
that city. Another meeting was to have been convened as soon as 
the Rules of the Chamber had been drafted. (C.L.B. 34,220.) 





THE WORLD’S SUPPLY OF POTASH. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
received a copy of a pamphlet, issued by the Imperial Institute, 
containing an account of all the more important sources of potash 
in the world. 

In addition to detailed particulars regarding the known deposits of 
potash salts, information is given respecting the production of potash 
from kelp, sunflower stalks, beet-sugar residues, and wool washings.

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THE LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM SINCE 
THE OUTBREAK OF HOSTILITIES. 


The August issue of the “ Board of Trade Labour Gazette ”* 
contains a review of the position of the Labour Market in the 
United Kingdom in the year that has elapsed since the war began. 

The first shock of war, it states, caused much uncertainty and some 
disorganisation of industry, and at the end of August, 1914, the Trade 
Union percentage of unemployed had risen from 2°8 to 7:1. These 
disquieting conditions were, however, of short duration; by the end 
of September a distinct improvement had been manifested, and by 
the end of November employment was at about the same level as that 
prevailing just before the war. Since November the demand for 
labour has steadily increased, and the industries engaged in supplying 
the requirements of the allied forces have for months past been work- 
ing at the highest pressure. 

Owing to the large number of enlistments the number of males 
available has greatly decreased. ‘To meet this shortage of labour 
there has been a considerable transference from trades adversely 
affected by the war to other industries which were rendered abnor- 
mally active; in addition, there has been, wherever possible, a 
growing movement in the direction of substituting female for male 
labour. The net result is that at the present time there is very little 
unemployment, except in a few luxury trades, while in a number of 
industries, notably coal mining, engineering, shipbuilding, agricul- 
ture and transport, the demand for labour greatly exceeds the supply. 

Partly owing to this great improvement in employment, and partly 
to the rise in the cost of living, nearly two and a half million work- 
people have had since August, 1914, increases in rates of wages or war 
bonuses, amounting to over £400,000 per week, or over 3s, per head 
of those benefiting. These figures are exclusive of increases which 
have been granted to agricultural labourers, seamen, railway servants, 
police and Government employees. ‘They also exclude increased 
earnings owing to overtime. 


CONDITIONS IN JULY, 1915. 


With regard to the month of July this year, it may be said that 
the coal mining industry continued very busy and the shortage of 
labour was partly met by better time keeping. In South Wales, 
however, owing to a dispute, the industry was interrupted for a few 
days. Employment in iron and lead mining was good and at shale 
mines very good; at tin mines and in the quarrying industry it was 
fair, except at quarries in North Wales, which continued to be 
affected by the lessened demand for slates, 

The number of pig-iron furnaces in blast showed a slight reduction, 
but employment was still good. Iron and steel works continued very 
well employed, and the engineering and shipbuilding trades were still 
working at high pressure with much overtime. The tinplate trade 
showed some improvement, and the other metal trades were very 
busy, especially on Government work. 

There was a slight improvement in the weaving branch of the

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cotton trade ; in the other sections there was little change. A high 
level of employment was maintained in the woollen, worsted and 
hosiery trades, and there was an improvement in the jute, silk, 
bleaching, calico-printing, dyeing and finishing trades, and in the 
plain net section of the lace trade. On the other hand there was 
some decline in the linen trade. 

The boot and shoe trades continued fully employed both on Army 
contracts and on ordinary work, and there was still great activity in 
the leather and ready-made clothing trades on Government orders. 
The bespoke tailoring, dressmaking and millinery trades showed a 
seasonal decline. ‘There was a further falling off in the silk hat trade, 
but the improvement in the felt hat trade was maintained. The 
number unemployed in the building trades increased slightly, but 
was still very low. In the brick and cement trades there was also 
some decline. Millsawyers and coachbuilders were busy on Govern- 
ment orders, and employment in the furnishing trades continued 
fairly good. 

Employment with papermakers, letterpress printers and bookbinders 
showed a slight improvement ; with lithographic printers it continued 
fairly good. ‘The glass and pottery trades were, on the whole, rather 
better employed than in June. The food preparation trades were 
very busy with much overtime, but the fishing industry was greatly 
restricted by the war. In agriculture there was some difficulty in 
dealing with the hay harvest owing to shortage of labour, but farmers 
were generally abreast of their other work. 

Dock labourers in London and Liverpool continued very busy, and 
employment was good at other ports except on the East Coast and in 
Ireland. The shortage of seamen was less marked than in previous 


months. 
COMPARISON WITH JULY, 1914. 


Comparisons with a year ago are much affected by the special 
circumstances arising cut of the war. In the iron and steel, engineer- 
ing, shipbuilding, woollen, hosiery, boot, leather, ready-made clothing 
and food preparation trades employment was very much _ better 
owing to war contracts. The coal mining and building industries 
were working with much reduced staffs, but those remaining were 
more fully employed. The numbers employed in the textile trades 
(except woollen and hosiery) showed a falling off, but the average 
earnings of those still employed in these trades were higher except in 
the linen trade, which was not so busy as in July, 1914. The 
average earnings in the pottery, glass, brick and cement trades were 
also higher than a year ago. On the other hand the number of tin- 
plate mills in operation still showed a great decline.

FOREIGN TRADE OF CHINA IN 1914. 


With reference to the article on pp. 442-6 of last week’s issue of 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” containing information extracted from 
the “ Abstract of Statistics and Report on the Foreign Trade of China 
for 1914,” the following further particulars on the subject from the 
same source, founded upon the quarterly memoranda on trade received 
from the ports by the Imperial Customs Service of China, may be of 
interest :— 

In Manchuria trade was fairly satisfactory, notwithstanding a 
rainy season of abnormal length and floods that caused consider- 
able damage; but the export of cereals to Corea was less than 
usual, owing to excellent crops in that country, while the war 
interfered with the demand for wild silk. The crop of beans was 
abundant and the export improved. A new article for export was 
found in tale, of which large quantities are produced near Hai- 
cheng, and which is said to be of good quality; during the year 
3,600 tons were sent away from Dairen. 

At Tientsin the year opened with apparently bright prospects, 
and it was noticed that British and American piece goods were 
making headway against Japanese competition, probably assisted 
by a high and steady exchange. Under the heading of cotton 
yarn the Indian variety showed a larger pro rata increase than 
the Japanese; but after the middle of the year this state of 
affairs was completely reversed. Shirtings, sheetings, and drills 
from the United Kingdom and the United States all fell off, 
while Japanese drills and 7-cloths came forward in large 
quantities. Japanese matches and machinery also showed 
large increases. The export trade was fairly satisfactory, 
but was impeded for a time by the unrest in Mongolia and 
by the devastations of White Wolf. Production was good, 
but the war closed certain markets and at first exports fell 
off seriously. After the reducticn of Tsingtau, trade revived 
so surprisingly that it was fortunate the river remained open 
longer than usual, thus enabling the congestion of cargo to be relieved. 
At Chefoo, also, a prosperous year was anticipated, but, except 
for a brisk business in Japanese cottohs and matches, the trade 
became very stagnant. 

The Yangtze was unusually low during the summer, and this 
meant a great advantage to farmers along the banks, as an enor- 
mous acreage—generally submerged—was available for cultiva- 
tion. Generally speaking, the crops along the valley were good, and, 
so far as climatic conditions were concerned, the year should have 
been one of brisk trade. But in Szechwan the roads were made 
unsafe by roaming bands of robbers, preventing the free transit 
of goods and compelling senders of silver to provide an escort. 
The silk crop in Szechwan was particularly good and prices were 
high early in the year, but the war stopped demand and many 
dealers were ruined. Chinese-milled flour, and Chinese-made 
cotton piece goods and matches entered more into competition 
with imported goods, and a development in this direction is to 
be looked for. In Wusih the silk crop was disappointing, and 
cocoons fetched abnormal prices. The cotton crop was excellent, 
and low prices assisted the local mills. 
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Turning to the more southern ports, it appears that rice was 
plentiful and cheap. ‘The European war, by sending up prices, 
caused consumers of Western manufactures to give up, where- 
ever possible, the use of such goods—an opening of which the 
Japanese were not slow to take advantage. Japanese kerosene from 
Formosa made its appearance for the first time. The floods 
caused by the West River, which rose 38 ft. in 48 hours and 
in the course of five days rose from 18 to 72 ft., resulted in 
immense damage and distress, and the necessity for all business 
with Hong-kong being on a cash basis prevented both merchants 
and dealers, in spite of a good demand in the interior for 
certain imports, from effecting any large transactions. The 
closing of certain of the European markets, accustomed to take 
large quantities of Chinese produce, naturally sent down prices 
and checked exports. 

At the frontier ports trade was quite satisfactory until the 
autumn, when the difficulty of remitting moneys to Hong Kong 
or Shanghai owing to the lack of exchange quotations, and a 
prolonged drought that affected the rice crop and sent up the 
price for a time, in at least one district, from 4°80 dols. to * 
12 dols. per picul, brought about a state of great depression and 
dulness. ‘The export of tin, one of the principal products, was 
checked by the low prices offered during most of the year, 
though there was a recovery in demand towards the last months. 
There was some political unrest and the frontier was for a time 
infested by robbers, but these matters were attended to. A 
report from Tengyueh makes out a strong case for the construc- 
tion of a railway from Bhamo to serve the trans-frontier trade, 
which has increased of late to a surprising extent. 


Foreign Trade, 

The value of the direct foreign trade was 902,389,922 Hk. taels, 
a falling off of 71,078,181 Hk. taels as compared with the 
value in 1913, but exceeding that of all previous years. Net ° . 
foreign imports decreased by 138,053,509 Hk. taels only, but 
exports showed a decline of 58,024,672 Hk. taels. There are 
no statistics from Kiaochow available, owing to the closing of 
the Customs House. During the first half of the year, and 
especially during the quarter ended June, the volume of trade 
there was so satisfactory that it is justifiable toestimate the values 
as at least one-half of those for 19138, which were 15,430,067 
Hk. taels for net foreign imports and 12,960,096 Hk. taels for 
exports. Half these figures would wipe out most of the decrease 
in imports, as compared with 1913, and would reduce the loss 
on exports by over 6,000,000 Hk. taels. 

Imports.—The net quantity of opium imported, that is, 
released from bond for consumption after payment of duty and 
likin, was 7,478 piculs, as against 18,138 piculs in 1913. 

The value of cotton goods imported fell from 182,419,023 
Hk. taels to 178,259,045 Hk. taels, that is, taking the average 
rates of exchange for 1913 and 1914, from £27,552,873 to 
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£24,324,932. The year was a bad one for this trade and com- 
menced with prices that were below the cost of replacement, 
but a fairly high exchange made importers hopeful of improve- 
ment in conditions. Unfortunately, stocks were heavy both in 
the hands of importers and dealers, and both parties were anxious 
to reduce their holdings. Although the demand in the interior 
was good, the restriction of credit by the Chinese banks placed 
great difficulties in the way of the dealers, who were, moreover, 
unwilling to place orders for fresh goods until they had disposed 
of their stock. The consequence was a complete deadlock. 
With the approach of the Chinese New Year, however, the 
demand became so imperative that the Chinese banks began to 
grant more extended facilities, and a very brisk business set in 
that lasted until May. Then a lull commenced, prices at home 
being still about 10 per cent. above the values on the Chinese 
market on account of the dearness of cotton. The Chinese 
dealers would not offer higher prices for future importations 
while there was still plenty of stock available for their immed- 
late requirements, and importers were unwilling to part with 
their goods at current prices and hoped that a favourable turn in 
exchange would assist them out of their difficulties. Then came 
the war, which depressed exchange and, rather fortunately for 
the holders of stocks, kept back supplies, the remainder of the 
year being characterised by a hand-to-mouth trade. There was 
considerable development in the local cotton industry; almost all 
the mills have largely added to the number of their spindles 
and there can be no doubt that both yarn and cotton piece goods 
will, in the future, feel more and more the competition of 
Chinese manufactures. A very significant feature of the cotton 
trade during the year was the large advance made in certain 
classes of Japanese goods at the expense of similar makes from 
America and the United Kingdom. In grey sheetings, for 
instance, while Japanese imports rose from 3,397,362 to 
4,499,433 pieces, American fell from 1,668,716 to 870,200 pieces ; 
Japanese drills rose from 1,677,111 to 2,190,155 pieces, while 
American fell from 525,291 to 145,719 pieces and British from 
85,708 to 45,671 pieces. Japanese yarn has now reached 
1,331,739 piculs, which was 194,515 piculs more than Indian 
yarn. 

The imports of woollen goods fell off about 32 per cent., and it 
is quite evident that the Chinese have not yet decided to discard 
their own comfortable and suitable style of dress and to follow 
foreign fashions. 

Among sundries, the effect of the European war was shown in a 
reduced importation of various articles from the Continent. 
Aniline dyes fell from 5,401,820 Hk. taels to 3,250,305 Hk. taels; 
artificial indigo, from 319,575 to 250,127 piculs, a difference in 
value of a million taels; window glass, which mostly comes from 
Belgium, more than doubled in price, and the importation fell 
from 311,950 to 253,168 boxes. Only about half the quantity of 
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needles, as compared with 1913, arrived. American kerosene oil 
made a further advance, from 112,459,925 to 160,428,389 gallons, 
and the new Japanese product, which is cheaper but inferior, rose 
from 34,265 to 514,470 gallons. Russian and Sumatra oil 
remained about the same. All classes of sugar felt the effects 
of the war and were imported in smaller quantities on account of 
the increased demand in foreign markets, caused by the shortage 
in beet sugar, which sent up prices. Brown sugar fell from 
2,277,593 to 1,786,671 piculs; white sugar, from 1,933,067 to 
1,628,211 piculs; refined sugar, from 2,627,907 to 2,487,654 
piculs; and sugar candy, from 273,161 to 177,948 piculs. The 
lloilo sugar is said to be increasing in favour, as it resists best 
the effects of heat. 

Exports.—One of the first exports to feel the effect of the war, 
and the one that was most severely affected, was silk. During 
the first half of the year exports of silk had been fairly satis- 
factory, though not particularly brisk on account of the 
unwillingness of Chinese dealers to dispose of their stock at the 
prices offering. With the opening of the new season the prices 
of cocoons in the districts serving Shanghai became abnormal] 
high, and it was rumoured that the crop would be short. Wit 
the breaking out of war all exports ceased, and most of the fila- 
tures had to stop work from want of capital. Foreign merchants 
were in some cases unable to take up their contracts, as it was 
impossible to finance shipments, the banks being unwilling to 
grant facilities under conditions that made it doubtful whether 
cargoes would arrive and whether consignees would be in a posi- 
tion to meet drafts. The same conditions prevailed in Canton, 
where prices fell from 700 dols. or 800 dols. to 200 dols. in 
August, but recovered later. The Bank of China and the Bank 
of Communications assisted traders by making large advances. 
From October onwards there commenced a demand from 
America, as well as enquiries from London and the Continent, 
which caused some improvement; but at the close of the year 
the market was still very dull. These adverse conditions caused 
a considerable curtailment in the volume of the trade, and 
the values of silk and silk products exported fell from 
104,852,141 Hk. taels in 1913 to 79,561,667 Hk. taels—a loss 
to China’s trade of nearly £3,500,000. 

The tea trade was practically finished before the war com- 
menced and was not affected as were other exports. Black tea ex- 
ports increased by 9,492.000 lbs., but there was a somewhat smaller 
quantity of green tea exported. The demand from the United 
States and Canada was larger, and Europe took more black tea 
than in 1913, but required less green tea. Although there was 
this small increase in the quantity of black tea exported, the 
export was below that of any previous year except 1913, 1906, 
and 1905; and it is quite evident that the bulk of this trade, by 
which is meant all of it with the exception of a small portion 
represented by the finer qualities, demands the careful consider- 
ation of the Government. ‘This has been to some extent realised, 
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and the export duty on leaf tea was reduced from 1°25 Hk. taels per 
picul to 1 Hk. tael per picul from lst November, 1914 (see‘* Board 
of Trade Journal’’ of 5th November, 1914, p. 367, and 14th 
January, 1915, p. 131), but this reduction will do nothing to help 
the finer teas. Further, it leaves the duty upon the inferior 
qualities (of which by far the greater proportion of the trade 
consists) much too high, when taken in conjunction with 
the likin, to enable them to compete under ordinary conditions 
with the duty-free teas from India and Ceylon. Moreover, the trade 
has for many years declined to the position that the inferior China 
teas are only wanted when short supplies from India and Ceylon 
have so raised prices that China teas are worth buying on 
account of their cheapness. While it is useless to expect that 
further reduction in duty and likin would ever raise China teas 
to their former predominance, it would appear certain that the 
continued decline of the trade might be arrested by the abolition 
of taxation and by more careful preparation; and it is a hopeful 
sign that the Government has appreciated the advisability of 
lightening the present load of duty and likin, and a still more 
hopeful sign is the fact that numbers of rolling machines have 
been purchased and sent into the interior. The export of brick 
tea did not maintain the advance made in 1913. Black brick 
fell off by 84,038 piculs, and the total export declined by 
22,157 piculs, notwithstanding an advance of green brick of 
61,901 piculs. 

Later in the year the demand for antimony became very strong, 
and the price of crude antimony rose from 150 Hk. taels per ton 
to 240 Hk. taels, and the supply was insufficient to meet the 
demand. The export of iron ore increased by 420,000 piculs, 
but pig iron showed a small decline. 

The export of beans, in spite of a temporary stoppage when 
war was declared, and in spite of the destruction of the crops by 
floods in the districts serving Chinkiang, actually showed a small 
increase, rising from 10,323,959 to 11,157,147 piculs.  Onuls, 
principally required for the Continent, such as groundnut oil 
and wood oil, felt the effects of the war; but bean oil, cotton seed 
oil, sesamum seed oil, and tea cil all improved in quantity. 
Among seeds, while cotton seed and rape seed showed a decided 
advance, there was a falling off in linseed and especially in 
sesamum seed, which receded from 2,034,647 to 1,251,180 piculs, 
although there was a large supply offering. Hides, of course, 
show reduced figures, as do skins, except that dressed sheep skins 
were purchased in large quantities. Straw braid fell from 
101,037 to 16,648 piculs, a very serious decline, partly due to 
the absence of statistics from Kiaochow and partly due, it is 
said, to a change of fashion in Western countries. The total 
decrease in the value of the export trade amounted to about

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TARIFF CHANGES AND CUSTOMS 
REGULATIONS. 


UNITED KINGDOM (JERSEY). 
The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Home Office, of copy 
_ of a Law, passed by the States of the Island of 
Bees oer Jersey, and approved by Order-in-Council of the 
perl Y 27th May, which provides that up to the 30th 
March, 1917, an additional duty at the rate of 2d. 
per pound shall be levied on all tea introduced into the Island of 
Jersey. A drawback of the whole of this additional duty is to be 
granted in favour of the local export trade, subject to the preliminary 
conditions and formalities of exportation laid down in special regula- 
tions issued in virtue of the Law of 1914 which imposed a duty of 2d. 
per pound on tea. 

Article 3 of the Law provides that all tea imported by and con- 
signed to any Department of His Majesty’s Government, for the 
service of His Majesty, shall be exempt from the payment of the 
additional duty imposed by the present Law, as also from the pay- 
ment of the duty (of 2d. per pound) imposed by the Law of 1914 
(see page 259 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” for the 30th April, 
1914). (C. 27,098.) 


The Board of Trade are also in receipt, through the Home Office, of 
copy of a “ Law on Import Dues,” passed by the 
a States of the Island of Jersey on the 9th March 
‘and approved by Order-in-Council of the27th May. 
The Law provides that every importer or consignee of merchandise 
or other goods landed in the Island shall pay, as soon as called upon 
to do so by the Harbour Master or other authorised officer, as import 
dues, 5 shillings per ton gross on imported merchandise, except that, 
in the case of the objects and articles enumerated in the Schedule 
annexed to the Law, dues shall be paid in conformity with the Tariff 
contained in the Schedule. His Majesty’s mails, including any 
article in course of transmission by post, all War Department 
material, stores and supplies, of whatsoever kind, and all other stores 
or goods for the service of, or being the property of, His Majesty, are 
exempt from the dues mentioned, and any bicycle or tricycle belong- 
ing to a passenger and intended for his use, is also exempt from 
payment of the dues.

The Committee of Harbours is authorised to levy the import dues 
which are payable per ton on each ton of 40 cubic feet, or on each 
ton of 2,080 pounds gross weight, at its discretion. The minimum 
duty on a package is fixed at one penny, and any fraction of a penny 
shall be considered and reckoned as a whole penny. 

In case of disagreement as regards the weight or measurement of 
the merchandise subject to the dues, it shall be weighed on the public 
weighbridge, or measured at the expense of the proprietor or con- 
signee, as the case may be.

(A) To all destinations, except with the permission of the Collectors 
of Customs to destinations in the British Empire and Countries of Allies 
and Neutrals :—

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(B) To all destinations, other than the United Kingdom, British

Coal (including anthracite, and steam, gas, household and all other kinds of coal) 
and coke (excluding coal in reasonable quantities for bunkering purposes). & } 
Raw wool, wool tops and noils and woollen and worsted yarns; with the per- 
mission of the Commissioner of Customs and Excise raw wool, wool tops and 
noils and woollen and worsted yarns, wool waste, woolled sheep-skins, merino 
and black-faced and camel-hair noils may be exported direct to the United 
States of America.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (ALASKA). 
H.M. Consul at Portland, Oregon (Mr. T. E. Erskine) reports that, 
although the growth of population and business of 
Alaska is slow, a marked increase in the develop- 
ment of its resources in the near future is insured 
by the railway facilities that will be created. 

The route which the Government railway is to follow has been 
finally determined upon after an exhaustive investigation of the 
territory. The line will run from the coast to the Tanana River, 
starting from Seward on the Kenai Peninsula, absorbing the 
present Alaska Northern Railway (completed for 71 miles), and 
will then ascend the fertile agricultural valley of the Susitna, 
whence a branch line, 38 miles long, will connect with the extensive 
Matanuska coalfields. Emerging from the Susitna Valley through 
Broad Pass in the Alaska Range it wili bisect a newly-discovered 
gold and copper district and then follow the Nanana River through 
extensive lignite coalfields, finally entering the great Tanana Valley and 
reaching the Tanana River. The railway from Seward to the con- 
fluence of the Nanana and Tanana Rivers will have a length of 412 
miles, and the highest elevation along the route will be 2,600 feet.

The advantage of this route over any other in Alaska is not 
alone that it traverses country containing the most important 
of Alaska’s resources, but it is the only possible route by which 
the Matanuska coal (which has been classed in every official 
test with the best coals of Pennsylvania and West Virginia) 
can be made available for the Pacific coast, as well as for every 
town and mining district along the railway and its projected 
branches, and along the systems of navigable rivers with which the 
railway will connect at its terminal point on the Tanana River. This 
system comprises no less than 4,000 miles of navigable river water- 
ways, embracing the Yukon and its principal tributaries, the Tanana. 
Chandlar, Porcupine, Koyukuk and Innoko, which flow generally 
from east to west. On these streams are many steamboats and barges 
that carry the passengers and cargo of the numerous thriving 
settlements and mining districts in or near the river banks. 

By Act of Congress the President was authorised in the interests 
of the development of Alaska to construct not more than 1,000 miles 
of railway in the Territory at a cost not to exceed £7,000,000. If 
then, on the completion of the line indicated above, there remain 
sufficient funds in hand for further railway development, it is not 
unlikely that another route that has already been surveyed will be 
brought under construction. This will diverge from the original 
Government line in the Susitna Valley, and passing through the 
Kuskokwim Valley will connect with the Yukon close to its con- 
fluence with the Tanana, a distance of some 395 miles, and 
incidentally, in crossing the Kuskokwim River, will bring a further 
600 miles of navigable waterway within reach of railway communica- 
tion. (ALR, 94.)

The second railway programme, which 
oad soveropmen’ consisted in the building of lines connecting the 
= Soe. capital with Wonsan (Gensan) on the north-east 
coast and Taiden on the Seoul-Fusan line with Kunsan and Mokpo in 
the south-west, was completed in 1914, the Konan (Honam) Railway 
being finished in January and the Keigen (Seoul-Gensan) Railway in 
August. Work on the Gensan-Yongheung line, which forms a part of 
the third programme, was started on Ist October, 1914, and that portion 
of the track which runs from Gensan to Munchong, a distance of 
five miles, is expected to be ready for traffic by 15th September next. 
There will be a station at ‘T’okmon, one mile from Gensan, and at one 
other intermediate place. 

The reconstruction of the Seoul-[usan line was begun on 5th 
October, 1914, and is to be spread over a period of five years, as is 
also the work on the Chongjin-Hoiryong Railway, about 58 miles 
long, which was started during the same month. 

Road development throughout the country continues to be pushed 
forward. A sum of over £1,000,000 is being disbursed for the pur- 
pose, and an annual subsidy of some £30,000 is given to the provincial 
offices for construction and improvement of local roads. Of the total 
of 1,880 miles of good highways projected, 870 miles have been com- 
pleted and 190 miles are at present under construction. The work of 


widening the leading thoroughfares of Seoul is also proceeding.

Florida is the leading State in the production of fuller’s earth, 
more than 75 per cent. of the total quantity and value having been 
reported from that State in 1914. The average price of Florida 
earth was 10 dols. 7 cents per ton, compared with 9 dols. 91 cents 
per ton for all the Eastern States and 9 dols. 85 cents per ton for the 
whole country. 

Fuller’s earth is used in the United States principally in bleaching, 
clarifying or filtering fats, greases and oils; it is not now much 
employed for fulling cloth, the use from which it obtained its name. 
It is also used in the manufacture of pigments for printing wall 
papers, for the detection of certain colouring matters in some food 
products, and as a substitute for talcum powder. (C. 26,088.)

ing is @ summary :— 

The total amount of cotton utilised during the working year 
1913-14 in the whole of Russia amounted to 27,343,333 pouds, of 
which amount 14,175,333 pouds were of Russian origin, and 
13,168,000 pouds came from abroad. On investigation it has been 
ascertained that at 33 works 1,750,656 spindles were in operation 
between 14th September, 1914, and 13th January, 1915, whilst 
1,696,622 spindles were working at 37 factories from 14th 
January to 13th May, 1915. At 40 factories there were 2,059,804 
wet yarn spindles working on 14th January, 1915, and 2,304,821 at 
43 factories on 14th May, 1915. At 33 factories the returns showed 
170,382 twist spindles at work on 14th January, 1915, and 155,932 
on 14th May, 1915, whilst on the same dates there were respectively 
82,995 looms working at 71 mills, and 92,698 at 78 mills.

The quantity of native yarn imported in 1914 
was 147,871 cwts., being more by 75,400 cwts. than the quantity 
imported in 1913, namely, 72,471 cwts. The decrease in the import 
of Indian yarn amounted to 19,296 cwts., the figures being 126,626 
ewts. as against 145,922 ewts. in 1915. (A.B. 55.) 
The Acting British Consul at Wuhu (Mr, H. F. Handley Derry) 

a reports that the most noticeable feature in the

eae _ “« was the increase in imports of sheetings, mostly 

Wuhu Sane 4 American. Jn 1913 and previous years the import 

’ amounted to only a few hundred pieces; in 1914 

16,480 pieces valued at £6,962 were imported, of which 11,980 pieces 

came from America. ‘This increase marks the beginning of a new 

industry for Wuhu. Formerly, dyed cottons were imported, but now 

plain sheetings are imported and are dyed at the port, whence 
they are distributed to the various parts of the hinterland. 

Cotton yarn is an interesting item. The quantity of foreign yarns 
imported in 1913 and 1914 was very nearly the same, but whilst in 
1913, 40,843 ewts. came from India and 18,598 cwts. from Japan, 
in 1914 India lost some 10,714 cwts. which Japan gained. 

The remaining articles under the heading of foreign cotton goods 
do not suggest any particular alterations in the general course of 
trade. There were decreases which can be easily accounted for by 
the dislocation of trade during the September quarter. In the 
December quarter, however, the trade had practically resumed its 
normal course. 

Chinese cotton goods:\—The Chinese cotton goods industry is 
growing and, as years go on, will compete seriously with imported 
cottons in almost all classes. ‘Sheetings show a large increase 
consequent upon the establishment of dye works in Wuhu. The 
number of pieces imported in 1914, compared with the import in 
1913, was practically doubled (25,069 pieces as compared with 12,973 
pieces). Shanghai-made cotton yarn takes a leading place in the 
imports of yarn into Wuhu, with 70,362 cwts. valued at £245,750, 
an amount which is more than deuble that imported last year. This 
yarn was entirely in the lower counts, which command a better market 
among the Chinese home looms, where a certain amount of substance 
in the resulting cloth is a sine qua non. (A.R. 79.)

GANADA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) 
C - reports, under date 29th July, that the crop 
rop Conditions iain lien Miata te noeenil lalate 1] 
bn Qatanta, outiook in Ontario 1s excellent, although a spe 

of hot weather is needed to ripen the grain. 
Damage estimated at 15 per cent. has been caused to the oat crop in 
Ontario by the prevalence of smut. Smut has also caused some 
damage to wheat, barley and corn, but not to a serious extent. It is 
estimated that the average yearly loss to the Ontario oat crop, from 
smut and rust, is about £370,000, and to oats, wheat, barley and 
corn, £560,000. 

The fruit crops to date have proved satisfactory. The apple crop 
will be smaller than that of last year. Pears and peaches will 
probably be very plentiful. The peach crop of the Niagara penin- 
sula will be ready for marketing during the last two weeks in August 
and early in September. If the crop is as large as is anticipated 
some difficulty may he experienced in marketing it at fair prices. 
Two years ago, when there was a large peach crop in this district, the 
fruit was selling in retail stores at very low prices, much of it was 
shipped to the United States in face of a duty, and sold at low prices, 
while tons of the fruit rotted in the peach orchards because it could 
not be marketed at prices to pay the grower. (C.1.B. 40,508.) 





SOUTH AFRICA. 


According to information received at the office of H.M. Trade 
Trial Shipment Commissioner for South Africa from the Com- 
fue missioner of Customs and Excise at Pretoria, a 
considerable shipment of lucerne was recently 

made from the Union for the use of the military, and _ satis- 
faction was expressed at the quality of the shipment. It is hoped 
that this venture, which was in the nature of an experiment, may

lead to a regular trade being set up. In the Transvaal there is, it is 
estimated, an annual surplus of 1,500 tons of lucerne available for 
export, while, owing to the decline in the ostrich industry, the surplus 
in the Cape Province should be very large. (C.1.B. 39,653.) 


According to information received at the office of H.M. Trade Com- 
: b missioner for South Africa from the Commissioner 
Turkish Tobacco o¢ Customs and Excise at Pretoria, the production 
Caltivation. of Turkish tobacco in the Western Province of 
the Union is an industry of comparatively recent growth, but it has 
developed with extraordinary rapidity, especially in the French Hoek 
Vailey, where the soil and climate appear to approximate closely to 
the native conditions of the best varieties of Turkish tobacco, In 
several instances farmers have up-rooted their vineyards in order to 
plant tobacco. The number of growers is about 70 and the area 
under cultivation 530 acres, with a yield of 250,000 lbs. annually. 


The average price for the 1913 crop was Is. 8d. per lb.

SIERRA LEONE: 


The following information regarding the trade in palm kernels and 
palm oil in Sierra Leone, is extracted from the report by the Acting 
Colonial Secretary at Freetown, on the trade of the Colony in 1914 
(Colonial Office, Annual Series, No. 851) :— 


The exports of palm kernels during 1914 showed a falling off in volume 
Palm Kernel and of 13,286 tons, and in value of £361,630, as com- 
Palm Oil Trade pared with the preceding year. The total quantity 
Qr b 
in 1914. exported amounted to 35,915 tons, and was valued 
at £559,313. This shortage cannot be wholly 
ascribed to the war. During the seven months ended 31st July, 
1914, the shipments were 2,612 tons less than those during the 
corresponding period of 1913, and the shrinkage in value was £46,319. 
The contraction during the earlier part of the year was due to the 
reduction of prices in the European market and a consequent dis- 
inclination of the natives to part with kernels at reduced rates. 
Upon the outbreak of war in August, there was a temporary dis- 
location in the kernel trade, but from September onwards there was a 
steady acceleration in the monthly output, which culminated in 
December. 

The total quantity of palm oil exported during 1914 was 436,144 
gallons, valued at £38,537. Although prices were high during the 
first seven months of the year, exports of palm oil showed a decrease 
of 95,077 gallons as compared with the corresponding period of 1913. 
In August shipments were considerably decreased, and although the 
trade recovered somewhat towards the end of the year, the figures for 
the whole of 1914 show a decrease of 180,945 gallons as compared 
with 1913—an estimated loss of £18,122.

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd (Mr. H. Cooke) reports that 
the *“‘ Torgovo-Promyshlennaya Gazeta” (Petro- 
Hop Crop Prospects. grad) of 24th June/7th July states, from data 
supplied by the Volhynia Hop-Growing Society, 
that this year’s weather conditions have so far been unfavourable for 
the proper development of the hop plantations. Dry and cold weather 
supervened at the early period of growth, to which were added 
difficulties in the equipment of the plantations, such as a scarcity of 
wire in numerous places, and even of twine as a substitute, the latter 
doubling in price. In numerous localities, from scarcity of twine, 
the plantations were left unprovided, thus affecting the growth of the 
hops. The crop prospects may be estimated as moderate or somewhat 
below the average. ‘The same may be said of the other regions, the 
Guslits and Kostroma. A later report, while mentioning the above 
unfavourable conditions, announces some improvement owing to 
satisfactory rains, except in the Kostroma region, where the planta- 
tions have suffered from floods. (C. 25,861.) 
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RUSSIA (FINLAND). 


H.M. Consul at Helsingfors (Mr. V. Kestell Cornish) reports that 
Butter Exports . the commencement of the war the export of 
" utter from Hangé ceased. Soon, however, 
in 1914. 4 
arrangements were made for export vid Raumo- 
Gefle—Bergen, and thence to Newcastle and Leith. By the middle of 
August this new route had been established. 

All the butter exporting firms in Hangé were, in the altered 
circumstances, forced to open branch establishments at Raumo, and 
two of the largest firms sent representatives to the United Kingdom 
to facilitate the sale of the butter, as well as to accelerate payments 
and guard exporters’ interests. The Government butter control office 
was also moved to Raumo and resumed work on 20th August. 

Insurance against war risks was arranged in Sweden for the trans- 
port across the Gulf of Bothnia, and in Norway for the transport 
across the North Sea. An attempt was made to obtain State aid for 
similar insurance in Finland but without success. Eventually a 
Finnish insurance company undertook the insurance in respect of 
goods shipped in neutral vessels to ports in neutral or allied countries. 
In several instances as much as 44 per cent. was paid to insure 
transport across the North Sea. Later, this rate was reduced by 
competition to, in some cases, 14 per cent. 


The British Vice-Consul at Raumo (Mr. U. Cairenius) reports 
that the export of butter from Hangé and Raumo to the United 
Kingdom during the year 1914 amounted to 171,726 casks, 
of 1 cwt. each, representing a total value of £1,020,000. This is 89°4 
per cent. of the total export of this commodity, the remainder, or 
17,612 casks, representing 9:2 per cent., were shipped to Germany 
before the war. ‘There was a decrease of only 2,000 casks exported 
to the United Kingdom as compared with the previous year, chietly 
owing to the interval during which no shipments took place when 
the war broke out and the large home consumption, but also in part 
owing to a smaller crop of hay. (A.R. 97.) 





SPAIN. 

The July issue of the “ Boletin de las Camaras de Comercio” (Madrid) 

Grain Crop publishes the following statistics, recently issued 

Estimates by the “ Direccidn General de Agricultura, Minas 

y Montes,” of the areas under grain in Spain :— 

Wheat, 4,024,362 hectares ; barley, 1,652,864 hectares ; rye, 751,767 

hectares, and oats, 558,144 hectares. I'he 1915 harvest is estimated 

as 39,000,000 metric quintals of wheat, 18,000,000 metric quintals of 

barley, 7,250,000 metric quintals of rye, and 5,275,000 metric 

quintals of oats, each of which items shows an increase on the 1914.

These figures relate to 
the whole of the United Kingdom and include all unemployed 
workmen in the insured trades. It will be seen that the rate of 
unemployment in these trades remains less than a third the rate of a 
year ago. : 

As regards the uninsured trades, the number of men and women 
on the registers of the Labour Exchanges at 6th August shows a 
decrease on the figure of a month ago, being 58,648, as compared 
with 63,693. For men alone, the corresponding figures were 17,274 
and 19,993 and for women 41,374 and 43,700.

Jamaica, a severe hurricane has struck the island. 
In view of the interruption of communications, full details are 
not yet available, but it would appear that the actual centre of 
storm did not strike the island, but passed about 50 miles to the 
north, causing very heavy seas and high winds on the north 
coast. As, far as information goes, the heavy seas have greatly 
damaged wharves and buildings on the north coast, breaching the 
railway line for 200 yards in one place. ‘Though bananas appear to 
have been blown down in most districts, coconuts do not appear to 
have suffered, and this applies to most of fhe interior of the island as 


well as to the coast.

At the end of June, 1913, owing to the revolution, the three banks 
in the town temporarily closed and all the funds were carried away 
to other parts of the country. Exchange immediately began to fall, 
and all silver and copper currency gradually disappeared until 
there was no metallic currency in circulation. Paper money was then 
issued. 

The rates of exchange given above for the six months ended 3Ist 
December, 1914, and the year ended 30th June, 1914, are based upon 
this paper currency and depreciated bank notes. The rate of exchange 
for the year ended 30th June, 1913, is based upon the basis of the 
Mexican silver peso and upon bank notes. (C. 26,280.) 





COLOMBIA. 


The “ Diario Oficial” (Bogota) of 31st May publishes a Decree regula-

H.M. Consul at Dairen (Mr. H. G. Parlett) reports that the net value 
Trade of Dairen of the trade of that port in 1914 amounted to 
in 1914 £11,201,740, of which imports accounted for 
; £4,744,786, as against £5,142,290 in 1913, and 

exports for £6,456,954, as compared with £6,030,029 in 1913. 

Imports.— Of the imports from foreign countries 59 per cent. came 
from Japan (a considerable portion of this is represented by foreign 
goods transhipped in that country), 12 per cent. from the United 
States ; 6 per cent. from Russia and the United Kingdom; 5 per 
cent. from Germany, and between 3 and 4 per cent. from the 
British Colonies. 

The most notable increases were shown in Japanese cotton cloth ; 
British jeans; flour; rice; machinery ; electrical materials ; and iron 
and mild steel. There were marked decreases under various headings, 
especially in cotton goods; hats; nails and rivets; matches; railway 
and tramway cars; refined sugar; and Japanese sheetings, drills, 
shirtings and cotton yarn. The decrease in Japanese cotton goods 
was, in the main, probably due to the veduclion in freight charges 
along the Antung-Mukden-Changchun section of the South Man- 
churia Railway, and the consequent diversion from Dairen of this 
branch of trade with Manchuria. The falling-off in other items is 
accounted for by the war and the retrenchment policy of the South 
Manchuria Railway Company. 

Exports.—The chief items contributing to the increase of £426,925, 
as compared with the previous year’s figures, were beans, maize and 
bean oil. On the other hand, noticeable decreases were apparent in 
the exports of bean cake, millet, kaoliang, raw wild silk, cocoons, coal 
and hemp seed. 

Of the total export trade to foreign countries as distinct from 
China, practically 80 per cent. was with Japan, the United Kingdom 
coming next with 6 per cent., and Corea, Belgium, the Netherlands 
Kast Indies and Hong Kong following with percentages varying from 
2 to 3. (A.R. 77.)

This publica- 
tion, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can 
be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables 
for the years 1909-1913, and detailed statements of imports and exports of 
each article consigned from and to each country. The second volume will 
contain details as to Customs revenue, transhipments and articles in 
bond, with particulars of the trade of the United Kingdom with each 
foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade at each port 
of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) will contain a classi- 
fication on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual State- 
ment ”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.
